us nothing that we $hall ask in his name, according 
to thy will. Fer thy ſpirit doth affure our conſciences, 
that thou arc our merciful Father , and ſo loveſt us 
thy children thre him, that nothing is able ro remeve 
thy heavenly grace and favor from us. To thee there- 
. fere, © Father, with thy Son and the holy Ghoſt , be 
all honor and glory, world without end. Amen.
